su b stitu tion in the committee reports, 
and his assailants were from Illinois. 
The man was attacked in the corri­ 
dors of the hall and knocked two of 
his assailants down, b u t they came at 
him so fast and in su ch nu mb ers that 
he w .s b leeding from a dozen scalp 
wou nd 
b efore others interfered and 
sav ed him. 
Speaking of the resu lts of the con­ 
v ention, President Lewis said that its 
chief work was the indorsement of all 
ex isting strikes, which are to b e su p­ 
ported b y an assessment of $1 per 
week on ev ery working miner. 
“The fact that tne conv ention failed 
to reaffirm the position of the mine 
workers in respect to wag e contracts 
when made,” said he, “may tempora­ 
rily make a b ad impression, b u t it does 
not reflect the real sentiment and at­ 
titu de of the memb ership. 
The al­ 
leg ed referendu m v ote of Illinois will 
b e cou nted and the resu lt annou nced, 
not b ecau se it will hav e any effect, b u t 
will simply g ratify the preju dices of 
a b ody of men.”

“This illu strates the

sentiment. We are so mu ch engross­ 
ed in p olitics, in bu siness, in ou rselv es 
and ou r ind iv id u al d oings, and other 
things that seem so mu ch more im­ 
p ortant.

Half the Town of Wallace Reported to 


Be in Ruins. 


Missoula, Moot., Aug. 22.— Half of 
the town of Wallace lies in smoking 
ruins and heav y clouds of smoke hang 
about the country , through which the 
light of the fires a t night shows cop­ 
per and red. 
Two liv es were lost dur­ 
ing the destruction of the town of 
6,000 people, one of the wealthiest for 
its size in the country . 
Sev eral trains 
run by the Milwaukee and the N orth­ 
ern Pacific remov ed hundreds of the 
homeless out of danger. 
Elev en more 
dea ths hav e been reported in the for­ 
ests about the city when men were en 
gaged in fighting fire. 
Refugees are pouring into this city 
from the fire-stricken districts in the 
west, bringing heart-rending tales of 
suffering and distress. 
The Northern 
Pacific, operating relief specials, has 
brought nearly 1,000 people here. T1 e 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul had a 
special made up of ev ery av ailable sort 
of eq uipment in which 500 persons 
were huddled. 
One woman picked up 
a t one place gav e birth to a child in a 
box car. 
The smoke which has settled ov er 
the city is so dense that it is as dark 
as night, with a crimson glow showing 
through. 
Ashes and wood cinders are 
falling all ov er the city . 
From the Black Foot region comes 
a story of destruction by fires. 
It is 
said the fire is uncontrollable and all 
the residents are fleeing. 
The telephone officials hav e rum ors 
of 150 fire fighters being burned to 
death in the Clearwater. 
The Milwaukee officials report fiv e 
bridges burned on the east side of the 
B itter Root div ide. 
Bates & Rogers’ construction camp 
near the summit of the div ide has 
been destroy ed by fire with loss of life, 
hut the num ber of deaths cannot be 
learned at this time. 
F urth er down 
the mountains the charred remains of 
men were found near the tracks. 


Sulphur, Okla.. Aug. 22.—The select 
com m ittee appointed by the house of 
representativ es to inv estigate Indian 
land affairs and the so-called McMur- 
ray contracts and which also has been 
inv estigating the charges, has issued 
the following statem ent: 
“The committee has heard and care­ 
fully considered all of *he testimony 
submitted and is unanimously of the 
opinion that there is and was no war­ 
rant for any person to use the names 
of Vice President Sherman and Sena­ 
tor Charles S. Curtis in connection 
with any im proper relation with any 
Indian contract whatev er."

The senator testified that Hamon 
had mentioned 
Senator Curtis and 
Vice President Sherman as being in 
terested in t|ie deal, Mr. Sherman 
being named as the man "higher up.” 
Hamon on the stand denied he had 
ev er said any thing about the contracts 
to Gore. 
The committee announced 
th a t the inv estigation had not been 
concluded. 
Senator Gore said: 
“The inv estiga 
tion is nearing completion.

ple of Oklahoma, both the white man 
and to the red man.

Managua, Nicaragua, Aug. 22.—As a 
j result of peace conferences Presiden- 
Madriz has resigned the presidency of 
N icaragua to Jose D. Estrada, the in­ 
surgent general’s brother, and flea 
with his family to Corinto. 
General 
Mena opposed the surrender, and with 
his forces has captured 
and looted 
Granada. 


W ashington, Aug. 22.—Official con­ 
firmation has been receiv ed at the 
state departm ent of the downfall of 
the Madriz faction in Nicaragua. The 
defeat of the Madriz troops on the 18th 
inst., and the crossing of the Tipitapa 
riv er by the entire inv ading arm y of 
Estrada was 
confirmed 
by adv ices 
from Consul Oliv ares at Managua. The 
troops of General Toledo, who com­ 
manded the Madriz faction, were stam ­ 
peded and fled to Managua. 
The fam­ 
ily of Madriz had left Managua for 
Corinto and were to be followed by 
Dr. Madriz, who after hav ing relin­ 
q uished the rem nant of his authority , 
was preparing to flee the country . The 
adv ices declare th at M anagua was in 
turmoil and that hostile dem onstra­ 
tions were being m ade against the 
United States. 
Mr. Oliv ares further reported that 
Madriz had stated it to be his purpose 
to turn ov er to Jose Dolores Estrada, 
a brother of General Juan Estrada, the 
de facto authority actually in his 
hands, and that Jose Dolores Estrada 
b ar declared that he will in turn make 
way for the leaders of the Estrada 
rev olution. 
The family of Madriz had 
left Managua for Corinto and Dr. Ma­ 
driz w’as ex pected to follow with the 
object of leav ing the country . General 
Bias and his family and General Tole­ 
do were also preparing to leav e Nic­ 
aragua on the 20th. 
M anagua is sta t­ 
ed to be in a turmoil of ex citement. 
The consul reports that some follow­ 
ers of Madriz are manifesting open 
hostility to the United States, roaming 
th*.' streets and cry ing "Death to the 
YaBkees!” 
The legation and consul­ 
ate are under heav y police guard and 
th* general situation is reported to be 
v e r threatening. 
A telegram from Mr. Johnson, con- 
Mil at Corinto. confirms what Mr. Oli- 
v au-e reports as to the supposed inten­ 
tions of the Madriz faction. 
Mr. John­ 
son reports that the family of Dr. Ma- 
dnv arriv ed at Corinto on the 19th, 
thal General Toledo and the family of 
General Irias arriv ed on the 20th: that 
! it is reported that General Toledo will 
tafc* the first chance to leav e the coun­ 
try and that Madriz, General Irias ailu 
others were ex pected at Corinto on the 
night of the 20th, the rejrort being that 
they w’ould leav e on the gunboat An­ 
gela or the northbound Pacific Mall 
steam er on Monday the 22nd.
